He said the $20,000 increase for 
Albany had been “logically antici- 
pated, as the peak of the retirement 
of bonds for port construction is in 
the years 1937, 1938 and 1939." Aft- 
er 1939, he said, he anticipates a 
reduction in the amount of deficit 
to be raised by taxation. 

‘The increase is due to the 
amount of debt retirement on the 
bonds" he said.
